SUPERIOR COURT 
DECISION 


In a Plymouth Case 


In the Superior Couit of the Htsto 
of California, in and foe the county 
of Amador. 
H. Wild, nlalntltf, vs. J. Noe, d e­ 
fendant. 
Plaintiff commenced thin notion in 
the justice's court. The Complaint 
contains allegations showing both a 
forcible entry and a forcible detainer, 
lb e answer is a general denial. The 
defendant failed to appear at the trial 
in the justice's court, and the entne 
was had in bio absence and judgment 
rendered tor plaintiff for the sum of 
920.00, damages and tor restitutou of 
the premises described in the com­ 
plaint. 
Defendant’s appeal to this 
court has been taken on questions of 
both law and fact. 
Under our statute evidence of title 
in actions of tnicible entry mid de­ 
tainer is inadmissible. 
The inquiry 
in bu olí cuses is confined to tbe actual 
peaceable possession of th e ’ plaintiff, 
and the unlawful oi foicihle ouster 
or detention by the defendant. 
(•idrlings vs. Lund and Water Co. 
83 Cal. 100. 
llie plaintiff must show ttiat she 
was in the actual possession of the 
property when it was iovaded by the 
defendant, siuoe it is intrusion upon 
actual possession as distinguished 
from 
constructive fur 
which the 
statute was designed to utford a sum ­ 
mary remedy. 
Cummings vs. Soott, 23 Cal. 527. 
Harlow vs. Burus, 40 Cal. 351. 
Knowles vs. The Crocker Estate Co. 
125 Cal. 205. 
It is not absolutely necessary that 
the laud be inclosed, but it not, it 
must appear from other faots and cir- 
cuuistauces that plaintiff was exercis­ 
ing exclusive dominiou and control 
over it.

Title or light to possession of real 
etsate can not be tried in a justice’s 
court.

Tbe jurisdiction of the superior 
court ou appeal over tbe subject 
matter is purely appellate, and it bas 
no further jurisdiction than

Flaiutitf to prevail iu this action 
must show that she was in the uctual, 
peaceable possession of tbe property 
and an uuiavviul or forcible uuster or 
detention, and unless this is shown 
she can not have roliof iu this form 
ot action, even though she is the 
owner and entitled to the possession.

Having in view these legal p rin ­ 
ciples—tbe want of power iu either 
the justice’s couit, or this court, 
under its appellate jurisdiction to try 
title to, or right of possession to real 
estate, but the powor solely to deter­ 
mine whether plaiutitf was iu the 
actual possession of the piemises in 
controversy at the time of the eutiy 
by defendant, we will proceed 
to 
state tbe evideuce, 
which 
shows: 
That the property described iu the 
complaint is practically iu the form 
of a parallelogram, 
about 48 feet 
wide by 50 feet iu length opening in­ 
to Keruess Avenue on tbe soutti side, 
adjoining 
plaintiffs laud on 
tbe 
north, the lauds of defeuduut ou tbe 
east uud property formerly owned by 
E. tí. Potter ou tbe west. It is fenced 
ou tbe north, east and west sides. 
Defendant entered upuu the laud, re­ 
moved (he fence ou the west end 
placed it across tbe south side ou a 
line with the north Jiue of the alley 
and proceeded to spade np tbe place 
for a garden, Sucb entry was made 
without force und the laud at the 
time was vacant, uDimproved 
and 
unoccupied. The only evidence of 
any kind of pussssion on the part ot 
plaiutitf is testimony showing that 
she occasionally drove cows across 
the luud and sometimes wagons and 
teams as a means ot egress and in ­ 
gress from tiie alloy to her laud lying 
north of the disputed strip. T'bere 
was evidence ou the part of the d e ­ 
fendant thut he ofteu drove his wagon 
upon the laud and hitched und u n ­ 
hitched his horses there and usad it 
tor ingress uud egress from the alley 
to his property ou the east of the 
land. It was also proved at the trial 
that demaud was made by plaiutitf 
for the surreuuer ot ihe possession of 
tbe premises fur the period of Uve 
days and of the refusal of defendant 
so to do, but that his retention of the 
possession was peaceably maintained. 
Tbe evidence presents no element 
of a forcible entry for under beotiou 
1153 ot the Code of Civil Pi coedure, 
that can take plaee only when the 
defendant breuks open dours,windows 
or utbur purls of a bouse, or by some 
kind of violence, or clroumstaucea of 
terror outers upuu ruul property or 
after a peaceable eatiy turns out by 
foroe, throats or meuuuiug cuuduut 
the party is possessiou. 
Neither is it u tercible detainer 
uudei subdivision 1 uf tíec. UiiU of 
tbe Code uf Civil Procedure tor 
under 
that subdivision duiunduut 
must retain 
possession bv 
foroe, 
menaces or threats of violence 
Under subdivision 2 uf tíec. 1100 of

While tbe judgm ent rendered by 
the justice’s co uit is for tbe sum 
of 125.OU only, aud tbe property iu 
dispute of but iitle value, yet tbe 
principle involved heie is an im­ 
portant one. 
Justices courts aro 
given jurisdlotion of actions for for­ 
cible entry or detainer when tbe 
rental value of tbe proporty dues 
not exceed 820.00 per mouth aud tbe 
whole damage does not exceed 8200,— 
yet this jurisdiction is limited by the 
constitutional 
prohibition 
upuu 
jtiBtioos court iu determining quest­ 
ions involving tbe title or right to 
the possession of real property and 
tbe same limitation governs this 
couit iu tbe exercise of its appellate 
jurisdiction. 
If tbe plaintiff is the owner of the 
property described iu tbe compluiut, 
or has tbe right to the possession of 
tbe samo or a right of way ovor it, 
her rights may be enforced in this 
oourt under its original juiisdietiou 
by an action to quiet title, or eject­ 
ment or by an injunction—and tbe 
paity dissatisfied with the judgment 
may appeal to the supreme court ot 
the stute. Whether any sucb rights 
she bus, this court is wholly devoid 
ot power to determine iu this action, 
and this decision simply goes to tbe 
exteut ot determining that as plain­ 
tiff was not iu tbe peaceable ami 
actual possessiou ot the property at 
the time of the entry by defeuduut, 
nor ut any tim e within live days 
proceeding tbe 
same, 
she cauuut 
maintain iter action to obtuiu pos 
session of tbe premises under the 
forcible eutry and detainer act. 
Judgment fur defendant.

timate friend, has lived with her at 
the Broadway home, and carefully at­ 
tended to her needs. 
She has been

years, and it is understood iu con­ 
sideration of her kindness iu this re­ 
gard the property which she left, 
consisting ot the homestead and cash, 
aggregating several thousand dollars, 
lias beeu left to her.

Mendenhall, as attorney petitioned 
lo have tbe properties put up for sale 
by auction, aud the notice of sale was 
duly published.

the sale was pontponed, and a suit 
was commenced against tbe sheriff for 
deed, on aocount of tbe refusal of 
the sheriff to accept the tender of the 
sum due for taxes aud costs by M en­ 
denhall. 
Finally Saturday was fixed 
for tbe sale, aud although an injunc­ 
tion suit was started by J. E. Bullard 
to restrain tbe sheriff from selling, 
tbe writ was denied, and tbe sale was 
made. 
A. V. Mendenhall was the 
purchaser, for tbe sum of 83080, and 
tbe deed was issued forthwith on 
payment of the amount.

Editorial Column. 


T H A T A D V E R T IS IN G LO O T. 


W e last week called attention to the fact that a protest 
filed with the board of supervisors at their meeting held last 
week against the payment of a certain item in the bill of the 
Amador Dispatch for advertising in the month of January, 
amounting to $18.50, was ignored, and the claim allowed 
without any investigation whatever, so far as we know. 
The 
bill was for $155.50, including other printing, and was 
reduced to $154. 
Whether the reduction was made on the 
particular item cited in the protest, which was for advertis­ 
ing a notice to taxpayers from the sheriff’s office, we do not 
know. 
A ll we know is that a partisan board of supervisors, 
with advisers of the same political faith, and with 
all 
officials concerned in the ordering, allowing, auditing and 
payment of the claim of a like partisan complexion, paid no 
attention to a communication, which stated that a specified 
item was a plain and 
outrageous attempt to gouge the 
treasury of Amador county for the benefit of the publishers 
of the democratic organ of Amador county. 
The writer has 
lived in Amador county for 34 years, and has been con­ 
versant during the whole period with the acts of the county 
managers, whether under republican or democratic control. 
But never during the entire period have we known of such 
a deliberate, wilful violation of a public trust as the action 
pf the board this month in passing by the protest referred to 
without an investigation by competent authority. 
Let it 
be remembered that the sheriff who ordered the advertise­ 
ment referred to, the district attorney who is charged with 
guarding the interests of the people against illegal claims, 
the clerk who filed and audited the bill, the supervisors who 
allowed the same, and the treasurer who paid the bill are, all 
democrats, only one member of the supervisors being a re­ 
publican, while the claimant— the beneficiary of the treasury 
loot— is also of the democratic 
persuasion. 
This combi­ 
nation is suggestive. 
It shows beyond cavil the danger of 
concentrating power, solely and exclusively in the hands of 
any political party. After a long period of control any organi­ 
zation is apt to abuse its power, and be governed by a desire 
to entrench itself in authority by dealing out favors to its 
own members at the expense of the taxpayers, rather than 
an unselfish aim to protect the taxpayers. 
The most charitable construction we can place upon the 
action of the board in paying no attention to the protest is 
that the members did not know what they were doing. 
T h e 
same remark will perhaps apply to other officials concerned. 
But that affords no excuse. 
They ought to know the full 
import of their every act. 
It is made their sworn duty to 
find out from every available source of information, the true 
status of any demand upon the treasury, so as to be able to 
act intelligently, especially when as in this case, they were 
placed upon their guard by a written protest. 
■Now according to promise last week we proceed to venti­ 
late this subject in a simple way so that every reader of the 
Ledger and every tax payer may understand by the deadly 
parallel method. 
In the next adjoining column, we pre­ 
sent the advertisement as it appeared in the Dispatch, an 
exact reproduction, as far as possible, showing the size of 
type used, and the exact amount of space occupied by the 
notice. 
The next column shows the same advertisement, 
embraciug every word, but set in noupariel type in the most 
compact form possible, as 
required by the rules of the 
United States government respecting advertising 
matter. 
The federal government will not allow for any spacing be­ 
tween the lines of type. 
A ll paid notices must be set solid, 
just as we show in the compact notice in the adjoining 
columns. 
To make the subject clear to the reader wc must state 
that the “ em” is the unit of printers’ measurement. 
By the 
“ em” is meant the square of the body of the type used. 
It 
is called “ em’’ after the lower case “ m,” because that letter 
is usually made as broad as the size of the type— that is, 
it is square. 
Now the “ em’’ is a fixed quantity, no matter 
what sized type is used; it is as fixed as the inch is in linear 
measurement. 
Advertising is paid for so much a “ square” , 
of space occupied, 234 “ ems” being the legal definition in 
California for a “ square.” 
In the small type advertisement 
in the parallel columns of the taxpayers notice, there are 26 
“ ems” to each line, and 27 lines in all, so that 26 times 27 
gives the number of “ em s” in that notice— viz. 702, making 
exactly 3 squares of 234 ems each. In the adjoining parallel 
column the type used is exactly double the body of that 
used in the compact form used in the other column. 
It 
therefore follows that 
a line contains only one-half the 
number of "ems,” namely 13. 
It takes, therefore, two lines 
of the larger type to equal the number of “ ems” in one line 
of the smaller type, while the actual space occupied is exact­ 
ly four times as great. 
That is to say. if the “ ad” in ques­ 
tion had been set “ solid” in the larger sized type, accord­ 
ing to the federal government’s rule, it would have made ju st 
50 lines, which multiplied by 13 makes 650 “ ems,” less than 
if set in the smaller type, although covering nearly four times 
the amount of space. 
T he space it would have then taken up 
is indicated in the annexed illustrative reproduced "ads” by 
the dash line half way across the blank space column.

penrs the Washington eont of arms, 
Consisting of three Rtnrs, with bnrs or 
stripes beneath them. On the flrst (lay 
of the new year, 177(1, the thirteen 
united colonies raised a' standard nt 
W ashington's headquarters. 
This Introduced the stripes of the 
present, Init retnlnod the crosses of St. 
George nnd St. Andrew 
011 a blue 
ground I11 the corner. 
I11 1777 the 
crosses were replaced by Rtnrs, as the 
Declaration of Independence rendered 
the retention of the English element 
unnecessary nnd Inconvenient. In thus 
adopting the nnns of his ancestors as 
Ids own distinctive badge Washington 
no doubt Intended tlie flag merely as n 
prlvnte signal for bis own personal fol­ 
lowing, but It was at once adopted as 
a national emblem. Probably there Is 
not another case In the world’s history 
In which the private arras of an ob­ 
scure family have attained such world­ 
wide eminence and repute.

Captain Dan Mobrny, a popinjay, had 
charge of them, and he boasted that If 
any Yank could break 
jail when lie 


was In command 
he was welcome to 


do so. 
He had a theory that most es- 


capes of prisoners are effected by some 
one smuggling In to them articles to 
assist 
them In getting 
away, so he 


wouldn't let any 
one get near them 


without being first searched. 


Despite 
Captain 
Dan's 
precautions 


one fine morning when tbe guard went 
to f.eed the prisoners be found every 
mother's son of them had gone during 
the night. 
Alltho bars 
necessary 
to 


their escape 
had been sawed 
through. 


When Captain Dan came 
to the jail 


and saw what had been done he liked 
to bave had a fit. Ho summoned every 
one who had had access 
to the prison- 


ers—there 
were only two or three per- 


sons In all—and questioned 
them close- 


ly, but gained no clew. 
Never was a 


man more 
puzzled. 
He cursed 
and 


swore, and if any of tbe Yanks had 
remained Ithink ho would have tor- 
tured them to make them tellhow the 
tools had been smuggled into the jail. 
What bothered him most was that he 
was satisfied that no person

ItBoeraa that after the es- 
cape one of the Yankees was concealed 
for a time on the plantation of Tom 
Clark. 
Clark's daughter 
Helen fellIn 


lovo with tho fellow and he with her. 
Six months after the loss of our causa 
thl* Yankee ennio down nnd married 
Helen Clark. 
While liei'O he told the 


story of bow ho and his comrade! got 
their tools. 
Clark, who waa rank Un- 


ion, took homo the '•Pil;;rlni'» Prog- 
ress" on purpose to put iBWS Into tho 
thick covers. 
He didn't dare Bend tho 


book direct to tho prisoners, expecting 
that BUCh an act would Implicate him. 
110 brought it back to me and induced 
an old ludy to buy It and tend It to tho 
prisoners. 
When nho consented 
Clnrk, 


not willingto rely nil an ordinary 
mi's- 


Bongt'T, got ono of bis BOQI to nmko up 
for v darky, buy the book and carry It 
to tbo jail. ,

price per square of advertising in Amador county is fixed by 
the supervisors at 25 eeuts per square. 
So that for each in­ 
sertion the Dispatch was entitled to $1.12% for each in­ 
sertion. 
Instead of this, that paper charged, and the super­ 
visors paid for iS squares for each insertion, or $4.50 for 
every time it was published. 
A s the notice was published 
13 times, and three different bills allowed— two of them 
after the swindle had been ventilated in these columns, 
the matter m ay be summarized as follows:

These are the plain facts. 
We defy any one conversant 
with the business to escape the conclusions herein reached. 
It was just as much a hold-up of the county treasury as 
though the amount of the overcharge had been obtained after 
the fashion of the highwayman. 
If the same system were 
alllowed by the United States Government in public ad­ 
vertising the loss would amount, we venture to say, to 
millions of dollars every year, and the system of calculation, 
if followed to its ultimatum, 
would bankrupt even 
the 
national treasury, rich as it is, iu the course ot time. 
No 
government could stand up under such a policy as that 
which has beeu indorced by the supervisors of Amador 
county in this scandalous proceeding. 
We presume 
al­ 
though we do not know for a fact— that the Dispatch man, in 
putting in his claim for the inflated amount, measured the 
notice as though it contained six times the quantity of words, 
and occupied the entire black space shown in the explana­ 
tory parallel columns on page 12 with solid small type. But 
whether this is so or not, it makes not the slightest differ­ 
ences in toning down the dishonesty of this transaction.
